Camp of General Persliing at 
the 
Front, April 17.—(By :Motor and Wire- 
less to Columbus, X. ]M.. April 18.) — 
The American pursuit of Villa is at a 
standstill because of the unprovoked at- 
tack upon American cavalrymen by the 
insubordinate soldiers of the Carranza 
garrison at Parall. 


A small party of American officers 
was fired upon near here 
last 
night, 
none of., the Americans being injiired. 
This, coming on the heels of other re- 
ports of sniping, is responsible for the 
belief that the expeditionary command 
is confronted with a serious problem. 


Armed Resistance Likely. 


At General Pershing's 
headquarters 
there seemed indications that a contin- 
uation of the pursuit would meet with 
armed resistance. 


A report received here from Carran- 
za saying that a Villa colonel; captured 
near ' Cusihuirachic, had promised 
to 
lead a party to a grave in which Villa 
was said to have been buried last Fri- 
day, is generally discredited by military 
authorities here. 


Called American Repulse. 


Newsjmpers published in Chihuahua 
City reached here today containing re- 
ports of the attack upon the command 
of Major Frank Tompkins at" Parral. 


According to these papers, Americans 
were encamped in the Plaza 
de 
San 
Juan, when, despite the efforts of the 
Carranza oñicials the Mexican populace 
attacked Ihem with fire arms whf're- 
upon the ciivalry moiV fought back. 
The 
affair wns described as being a repulse 
of the Americans since they retired to 
Lammer. 


No Friction Seen. 


The newspaper poinled out that de- 
spite <hc unfortunate occurrence there 
was no friction between the American 
commander and the Carranza authorities 
in Parral, both of wlioin were working 
to establish permanent relations.

Officers Forced to Subdue 
Von Papen's Indicted 
Secretary. 


New York, April 18,—Wolf von Igel, 
secretary of Franz von Papen, former 
military attache to the German em- 
bassy, was arrested here, today in Cap- 
tain von Papen's former office at 6H 
Wall street, after a,fist fight with four 
agents of the department of justice. Von 
Igel is the fifth man indicted yesterday 
with von Papen charged with conspiracy 
to blow up the Welland canai. 


Von Igel's name had been withheld by 
the federal authorities pending his ar- 
rest. 
"i^Tien the four agents of the de- 
partment of jiistice entered his office 
day he put up a fight in which he was 
assisted by George von Skall, an em- 
ploye. 
Von Igel before he was. over- 
powered, succeeded in reaching a safe 
in the far comer of the room banging 
the door and shut it, turning the com- 
bination, 
He was not subdued the fed- 
eral agents said, until, they 
pointed 
their revolvers at him. He then declared 
that he was on German territory and 
protested that the United States author- 
ities had no right to invade that ter- 
ritory.

"Go ahead .and shoot," his captors 
reported him as saying. "It will only 
cause war between the United Stateji 
and Germany. You have no right to in- 
vade this office. It is German ten-itory. 
These are Russian methods."

George H. Phillips, who for a brief 
but theatrical period enjoyed the title 
of "corn king" in the grain trade, and 
brother of Joe Pliillips, for six ^yeara a 
brokerage office operator in Ft. Wayne 
and a member of the firm of Sprague 
& Phillips, North 
American 
building, 
died at Chicago, Monday. 
He ran 
small grain commission 
business 
and 
"scalped" small lots in the grain pit of 
the board of trade. 


He was lifted above the ruck by one 
thing alone—an almost uncanny instinct 
with regard to corn from the moment 
the seed entered the ground until it was 
graded in the big markets. 


'\\nien most of the big traders were 
bears, Phillips saw, or felt, that thoie 
had been a lot of com sold for future 
delivery in Chicago and that it could 
not be delivered. 
He interested men 
with money in his theories and they 
bought all of the corn offered. Almost 
over night a new "corn king" was born. 


Phillips, who entered the deal with 
scant thousayds, quit it $700,000 rich 
er, and his commission business was net- 
ting him as handsome an income as .«iny 
of tho board of trade. 


Then he made his great mistake. At 
tempting to hold up the price while lie 
marked the cash corn delivered to him 
in the course of the corner, he found 
himself under the necessity of taking 
most of the com offered. 
The load was 
too great and almost as quickly as he 
had risen Phillips fell, and with his fall 
the great string of customers attracted 
by his success left him. Irf a fe<v months 
lie was again a small trader and res- 
cued from obscurity only by tlje me- 
mory of his one great deal. 


He retained the bungalow and the 
ring to the end but little moré.

IOWA VOTES COST $3 EACH. 


Expense to State for Presidential Pri- 
mary Computed by Statistician. 


QUIT HEAT WHEN 


Governor Clarke, of Iowa, has issued a proclamation submitting 
to the voters of that state on June 5 the constitutional amendment 
providing for woman suffrage' in Iowa. 
The battle is going to be 
watched with uncommon interest because it is going to determine 
whether or not the cause of votes for women is to continue its vic- 
orioua march eastward immediately, or be forced to content itself 
with waiting awhile longer. There is no doubt but that it will come 
eastward, the sole uncertainty being whether that is to occur at 
once or a little later. Iowa voters have a striking opportunity to ad- 
vance the cause of both common justice and good government by con- 
ferring the ballot on woman at once.

Washington, April 18.—Who pays the 
experts employed by Uncle Sam's bureau 
of education? 
A congressional commit- 
tee 
nearly curled up last 
week 
when 
Prof. E. j . Ward appeared before them, 
supposedly an employe of the U. S. gov- 
ernment, and while giving testimony on 
the subject of the propriety of passing a 
bill to use the public schools as com- 
mimity forums, told the committee that 
his saiarv was .$1 per annum. 


Representative 
Ragsdale, 
of 
South 
Carolina, leaped to his feet and rushed 
to a telephone to confirm his suspicion 
that Ward was trifling with the com- 
mittee. 
He knew that $1 is insufficient 
in these days of high cost of living to 
support 
an 
e.xpert 
on 
education, 
and 
moreover, he had seen Ward at a $.>-a- 
plate dinner at the .Tefferson Day baii- 
quet at the Willard hotel, and he want- 
ed to know where the other $4 came 
from. 


Other members were keen also to find 
out the method by which this expert on 
education had solved the living problem, 
and sat up and took notice. 
The officiaJ 
records soon supplied Ragsdale with the 
following 
information, 
namely, 
that 
Edw. J . Ward was appointed specialist 
in community organization January 
3, 
1916, at a salary of $1 per annum. The 
chief clerk of the bureau stated further 
that there was no record to show from 
what other source Mr. Ward might be 
paid. 


The committee had been taking the 
opinions of Mr. Ward as an expert and 
an authorized agent of the government 
on educational matter-s, and particularly 
the bill under consideration, and a num- 
ber of its members felt that it was im- 
portant to find out whether Prof. Ward 
was subsidized by some sinister influ- 
ence. 
Thereupon 
Representative 
Rags- 
dale questioned Ward. 
Tiie latter de- 
clined to answer, but admitted that ic 
was 
from 
a private 
and 
non-govern- 
mental source that he received the bal- 
ance of his income. 
Chairman Lloyd re- 
called Mr. Ward to the stand, offering 
him an opporttinity to "clear himself.'' 


"It is nothine to the members of the 
committee." said Chairman Lloyd, "but 
vou should have an opportunity' to e.\- 
plain and clear yourself for your own 
sake."' 
Mr. Ward replied 
sharply, 
"I 
have no desire 
to clear 
myself, 
Mr 
Chairman. 
If 
that is the position of 
the committee, there is no use wasting 
your time nor mine." 
Mr. Ward then 
challenged 
the committee, saying 
that 
it was the committee's business to find 
out and to know the source.=» of the sal- 
ary of every man in the government sei • 
vice, since^ they and their

At this point the committee began to 
get shy and after a whispered confci- 
ence amontr themselves tried to suppress 
"this line of inquiry and to eet back on 
safe ground. 
The fact is. a number of 
the committee know that many salaries 
in the government departments arc not 
paid from the public treasury, but come 
from sources like the Rockefeller 
foun- 
dation, the general education board, the 
Sage foundation and other sources which 
are regarded by many as opposed to the 
public interest: 


Mr. Ward is opposed to this 
policy 
and seized the opportunity to force the 
committee to investigate this situation 
or to qviit their supposed interest in his 
personal income. 
He is, as a matter of 
fact, being paid by a public-spirited per- 
son interested in the spread of the com 
munity forum idea, but he has no inten- 
tion of telling the committee the iden- 
tity of that person, unless the commit- 
tee Avill at the same time dig into the 
sources of other salaries in the bureau 
of 
education. 
"I 
agree," he told 
the 
committee, "that whoever pays the piper 
can call the tune!" 
It was at this point 
that the committee's interest in sources 
f)f salaries 
stiddenly 
ceased 
and 
the 
hearings were adjourned indefinitely.

experts employed by Uncle Sam's bureau 
of education? A congressional commit- 
tee nearly curled up last week when 
Prof. E. .). Ward appeared before them, 
supposedly an employe of the U. S. gov- 
ernment, and while giving testimony on 
the subject of the propriety of passing a 
bill to use the public schools as com- 
munity forums, told the committee that 
his salary was .«! per annum. 


Representative 
Ragsdale, of 
South 


Carolina, leaped to his feet and rushed 
to a telephone to eonlirm hU suspicion 
that Ward wns trifling with the com- 
mittee. He knew that $1 is insufficient 
in these days of high cost of living to 
support an expert on education, and 
"moreover, he had seen Ward at a $.i-a- 
plnte dinner nt the Jefferson Day ban- 
quet at the Willard hotel, and he want- 
ed to know where the other $4 came 
from. 


Other members wen; keen also to find 


out the method by which this expert on 
education had solved the living problem, 
and .«nt up and took notice. The official 
records soon supplied Ragsdale with the 
lollowing 
information, 
namely, 
that 


Edw. .1. Ward wns appointed specialist 
in community organization January 
inifi. nt a salary of $1 per annum."'...,, 
chief clerk of the bureau stated further 
that there was no record to show from 
what other source Mr. Ward might be 
paid. 


The committee had been taking the 


opinions of Mr. Ward as.an expert and 
an authorized agent of the'government 
on educational matters, and particularly 
the bill under consideration, and a mini- 
ber of its members felt that it was im- 
portant to find out whether Prof. Ward 
wns subsidized by some sinister influ- 
ence. 
Thereupon Representative Rags- 


dale questioned Ward. 
The latter do- 


clined to nnswer. but admitted that it 
was from a private and non-govern- 
mental source that he received the bal- 
ance of his income. Chairman Lloyd re- 
called Mr. Ward to the stand, offering 
him an opportunity to "clear himself." 


"It is nothing to the members of the 


committee.'' said Chairman Lloyd, "hut 
von should have an opportunity to ex- 
plain and clenr yourself for your own 
sake."

'rom sources like, the Bockefeller foun- 
lation, the general education board, the 
Sago foundation ami other sources which 
ire regarded by many as opposed tu the 
mblic interest. 


Mr. Ward U opposed to this policy 


and seized the opportunity to force the 
committee to investigate thia situation 
or to quit their supposed interest in his 
personal income. He is, as a matter of 
fact, being paid by a public-spirited per- 
son interested in the spread of the com- 
munity forum idea, but lie has no inten- 
tion of telling the committee the iden- 
tity of that person, unless the commit- 
tee will at the same time dig into the 
sources of other salaries hi the bureau 
of education.

It was. at this point 
that the committee's interest in sources
